The London Times is worried about 
the national anthem. A reader*used its 
august columns to suggest that “God Save 
the King’ was based on a French ditty. 
The oracle of the English press could not 
let patriotism thus be injured without a 
protest; and so the battle of words con- 
tinued. 

To tell the truth, this was one argu- 
ment centering about patriotism that was 
conducted with dignity, learning and 
eloquence. Even the reverent soul of Dr. 
Samuel Johnson, the pattern of the per- 
fect patriot, would have respected the 
quality of the various disputants. 

Several facts emerge from the argw- 
ment. The composer of the national 
anthem is unknown or at least cannot be 
known with certainty. The song definite- 
ly is the child of England and probably 
was written about 1680 by someone who 
was able to fuse scattered folk lore into 
the cadences of the immortal theme. 

But its history and the uses to which 
it was put are not without their mockery. 
As the Times critic remarks, in quoting 
Sir Joseph Banks in 1748, “the loyal and 
popular hymn of God Save the King was 
originally written and composed for the 
advancement of Popery and Jacobitism 
and now was being turned into a defence 
against these things.”

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—What with the 
handicaps imposed by the Official Secrets Act, 
the refusal of some magistrates to permit pre- 
liminary proceedings in criminal cases to be 
reported, and other efforts on the part of judicial 
authorities to suppress names, something very 
like a press censorship seems to 
be developing in this country 

The latest instance is the 
Mullins case. A reporter attend- 
ing the London South-Western 
Police Court the other day when 
motor-car charges were being 
heard, noted that the name of 
one defendant, who was not 
present and was fined for a 
minor offence, that of exceed- 
4. & NORCROSS ing the speed-limit of 12 miles 
an hour in Battersea Park, was not on the list 
and was not mentioned in court. 

This was not altogether unusual, but the re- 
porter, having a “nose for news,” inquited in 
the proper quarter what the name was. He had 
considerable difficulty in finding out, which, of 
course, only made him more determined to solve 
the mystery. 

He had an idea that the defendant might be 
some very highly-placed personage, possibly 
even a member of the Royal Family. 

He was, therefore, rather disappointed wien 
he found that it was Mrs, Claud Mujlins, wife 
of one of the magistrates, who, of course, was 
not in the bench when the case came up. 


As might have been expected, Mrs. Mullins 
became famous overnight in a way she did not 
like. But the matter would probably have been 
quickly dropped had not Mr. Mullins stirred 
things up further by writing to the reporter de- 
manding to know if he had been aware before- 
hand of the name of the defendant and if he had 
come specially to the court to report the case. 

The reporter denied both suggestions, but Mr. 
Mullins had not done with it even then. He 
wicle again io ihe reporter accusing him of im- 
proper conduct in reporting the case and saying 
that he would consult eminent persons in the 
world of journalism and ask their advice as to 
how best he could deal with the matter. 

Just what more, in any case, Mr. Mullins can 
do is by no means clear, but, in any event, more 
is likely to be heard of this mountain which has 
grown out of a molehill. The reporter is sending

Manitoba Finished Cutting 


—Peace River District 
Starts Threshing 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 2—Ideal 
weather for harvesting is report- 
ed for the whole of Western Can- 
ada in the weekly crop survey 
from the agricultural department 
of the Canadian Pacific railway. 

Wheat cutting is completely fin- 
ished in Manitoba, 87 per cent. 
completed in Saskatchewan, and 73 
per cent. in Alberta. Splendid ad- 
vance in threshing has been made 
also in all three prairie provinces 
with the exception of northwestern 
areas, where operations are just 
beginning. 

YIELDS VARY WIDELY 

Yields vary widely in quality all 
the way from No, 1 to feed. Poor 
qualities are due to rust damage 
to non-resistant varieties in Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan and to dry 
conditions and heat in some locali- 
ties. Southern Alberta's wheat is 
grading consistently No. 1 and No. 
2 Northern. 

Coarse grains are being threshed 
in many districts of Manitoba and 
are following in Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan as conditions permit.

Government authorities place the 
apple output at 4.849.233 boxes as 
compared with 5,396,590 in 1937 in 
the Okanagan; 27,500 boxes as com- 
pared with 23,300 last year on Van- 
couver Island and the Gulf Islands, 
and 35,000 in the lower mainland dis- 
tricts as against 15,000 last year, 
slightly lower relatively in Koot-

Oats totalled 2,885,000 this 
year as against 2,789,000 last year 
and barley totaled 1,125,000 acres as 
against 995,000 acres last year. 

The Dominion Live Stock mar- 
ket report for Aug. 18 shows that 
in the first 33 weeks of 1938 there 
were 441,097 hogs graded as against 
630,253 for the same period last! 
year. In the first 33 weeks of 1937 
there were 173,542 cattle marketed 
at Winnipeg, while this year mar- 
ketings in the same period totalled) 
99,877.

INSECT CONTROL 
ADVICE ISSUED | 


BY GOVERNMENT 


Planning assistance of fall culti- 
vation on Alberta farms, the pro- 
vincial agriculture department on 
Friday pointed out that in connec- 
tion with insect control, grasshop- 
pers will not lay eggs in loose soil, 


| 


while cutworms choose a clean, 
loose, dusty soil in which to lay 
eggs. The grub of the western 


wheat stem saw fly is now imbed- 
ded in the stem of wheaj stubble 
about one inch below the surface. 

Shallow fall cultivation is an ex- 
cellent aid in controlling grasshop- 
pers, but if it is done before Sept 
15 a suitable place for the cutworm 
moth to lay eggs may be provided. 
In no case should summerfallow be | 
cultivated between Aug. 1 and Sept. 
15 if there is danger from cutworms, 
and it is advisable to delay fall cul- 
tivation for grasshoppers until after 
this date and the danger of cutworm 
infestation is passed. 

Shallow cultivation after Sept. 15 
will discourage grasshopper egg 
laying and eggs already laid will be 
exposed to the sun and wind. This 
cultivation also will expose the 
grubs of the western wheat stem 
saw fly and assist in the control of 
this insect as well.
